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Continuation of 3. The added limitation raises new issues and requires further consideration and search e.g. to link state information 
between the transport protocol sender and the transport protocol receiver. Ameigeiras and Rautiola are discussing a TCP sender that 
sends to user equipment through a radio network controller and a radio resource manager that is provided for a user terminal f or 
transmitting radio resource data between the mobile unit and the user terminal, respectively. Therefore, Ameigeiras in view of Rautiola 
disclose transferring information between a mobile station and another communication device. However, the cited ref erences fail to 
explicitly teach that link state information is transferred between the transport protocol sender and transport protocol receiver. As a 
result, the examiner is required to perform and new search and reconsider the claimed invention. 
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
